Across Canada, Statistics 
Canada is predicting 31 per 
cent of the population will 
be a visible minority by 
2031 — that’s more than 
14.4 million people.

Pair now facing manslaughter 
charges in baby Aurora case

The charges against a 
young Halifax couple 
relating to the death of 
their infant daughter have 
become even more 
serious. 

Halifax Regional Police 
announced yesterday Jane 
Gomes and Ashiqur Rah¬ 
man are now each facing 
the additional charge of 
manslaughter in the death 

of seven-week-old_ 

Aurora Break¬ 

through. The daugh¬ 
ter of the common- 
law couple was sent 
to the IWK Health 
Centre on July 24 
with serious injuries 
and died four days Jane Gomes 
later in hospital. 

Gomes is being 
charged with two 
counts of 

manslaughter in rela¬ 
tion to the death and 
Rahman one — all 
from different sec¬ 
tions under 
manslaughter 
charge, according to police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter. 

Palmeter said Gomes is 
charged with one count of 
manslaughter for “failing to 
provide the necessities of 
life” and a second count for 
“criminal negligence caus¬ 
ing death.” 


The manslaughter charge 
for Rahman is for “causing 
the death.” 

“He’s being charged with 
directly causing the death,” 
Palmeter said about Rah¬ 
man, adding for Gomes, 
“she is in a position that re¬ 
quires one to have certain 
responsibilities ... which we 
would allege she didn’t do. 

“She acted negligently,” 
he added. 

The topic of new charges 
for Rahman and Gomes has 
been on-going since the two 
_were arrested in rela¬ 
tion to this highly 
publicized death in 
late July. The two 
lived with their in¬ 
fant daughter in an 
upstairs apartment 
on Gottingen Street. 

The initial charges 
of aggravated assault, 
to which Rahmn and 
Gomes have each 
pleaded not guilty, 
still stand. 

“The investigation 
has been ongoing 
since the incident oc- 
the Ashiqur Rahman curred and there’s a 
lot of things we’ve 
been waiting for,” Palmeter 
said. 

“Obviously the biggest 
key now is the fact this 
death has been deemed a 
homicide.” 

Rahman and Gomes will 
be arraigned on the new 
charges at Halifax provin¬ 
cial court this afternoon.

The proposed tower from 
Rogers Communications 
Inc., to be built adjacent to 
451 Purcell's Cove Rd., is 
meant to replace an exist¬ 
ing tower on top of Fenwick 
Tower. Rogers must vacate

to accommodate the build¬ 
ing’s re-development. 

But Purcell’s Cove-Arm- 
dale Coun. Linda Mosher 


wants Hali¬ 
fax regional 
council to 
contact the 
owners of 
Fenwick 
Tower, Tem¬ 
pleton Prop¬ 
erties, to re¬ 
quest an ex¬ 
tension to Rogers’ contract 
to avoid the “rapid” con¬ 
struction of the Purcell’s 
Cove tower. 

She presented a petition 
last night signed by 87 peo¬ 
ple who own land near the 
proposed tower, asking 
council to reject the proj¬ 
ect. 

Mosher said the area is 


designated as an “urban re¬ 
serve” in HRM’s Regional 
Plan, meaning the land can¬ 
not be developed for 25 
years. 

“We felt it was so impor¬ 
tant to keep (the area) in a 
natural state. We are not al¬ 
lowing development,” 
Mosher said after council 
ended last night. “There’s 
barrens, there’s water 
courses ... so I got an answer 
from staff that the area is 
designated urban reserve, it 
does not permit a telecom¬ 
munications tower by right. 

“So I find this very frus¬ 
trating.” 

The final decision on land 
use, however, rests with In¬ 


dustry Canada and not 
council. Federal regulations 
dictate the municipality 
must be consulted, but can 
only comment on aesthetic 
issues, according to Mosher. 

“At the end of the day, it’s 
Industry Canada,” she said. 

Residents at a Chebucto 
community council meet¬ 
ing on Monday night were 
open to compromise, ac¬ 
cording to Mosher. She said 
if the tower had to be erect¬ 
ed there, residents would 
prefer it be put further back 
away from Purcell’s Cove 
Road. 

But Mosher said Rogers 
wasn’t open to the idea, cit¬ 
ing the area as a wetland.

Owner granted delay to have Brindi assessed

Province

The Simon family was 
given a partially censored 
copy of the police report 
yesterday, but Simon’s 
widow, Patsy MacKay, said 
that wasn’t good enough.

Changes to the tax treat¬ 
ment of the $100-a-month 
Universal Child Care Bene¬ 
fit to help single-parent 
families “will create new 
inequities,” says the Cale¬ 
don Institute of Social Poli¬ 
cy, an Ottawa-based think- 
tank. 

Critics of the benefit 
have long complained that 
it is subject to income tax, 
penalizing single-parent 
families in particular. Until 
now, single-parents could 
end up paying more tax on 
their $100 per child bene¬ 
fit than a two-parent fami¬ 
ly with the same income. 

The budget set out to ad¬ 
dress the problem by al¬ 
lowing single-parent fami¬ 
lies to claim the payments 
as income for their de¬ 
pendents, meaning most 


single-parent families will 
likely avoid paying any tax 
on their $100 because the 
money will be claimed as 
their children’s income. 

But now, two-parent 
families will pay more tax¬ 
es on their benefit than 
single-parent families of 
the same income.

The pope’s brother said in 
a newspaper interview 
published yesterday that 
he slapped pupils as pun¬ 
ishment after he took over 
a renowned German boys’ 
choir in the 1960s. 

He also said he was 
aware of allegations of 
physical abuse at an ele¬ 
mentary school linked to 
the choir but did nothing 
about it. 

The Rev. Georg 
Ratzinger said he was 
completely unaware of al¬ 
legations of sexual abuse 


at the Regensburger 
Domspatzen boys choir, 
part of a string of charges 
of sex abuse by church 
employees across Europe 
in recent days. 

Responding to accusa¬ 
tions that its policies en¬ 
couraged silence about 
the problem, the Vatican 
said that the sexual abuse 
scandals in Germany and 
other countries were 
cause for anguish but its 
response has been prompt 
and transparent. 

The scandal sweeping 


church institutions in 
many European countries 
kept widening yesterday. 

In Austria, the head of a 
Benedictine monastery in 
Salzburg admitted to sexu¬ 
ally abusing a child 
decades ago and resigned. 
Dutch Catholic bishops 
announced an independ¬ 
ent inquiry into more 
than 200 allegations of 
sexual abuse of children 
by priests at church 
schools and apologized to 
victims.

the people of Quebec. 

Leger Marketing reports 
that 79 per cent of those 
polled in Quebec said they 
have “a stronger sense of 
pride in Canada” when 
they watch Canadian ath¬ 
letes ascend to the podium. 

And Ipsos-Reid reports 
that 63 per cent of Quebe¬ 
cers now call themselves 
“Canadian nationalists.” 

Whoa! 

If these numbers hold up, 
Alexandre Bilodeau and 
Joannie Rochette have 
saved Canada! A relatively 
cheap $6-billion invest¬ 
ment has succeeded where 
all that torturous hand¬ 


wringing, all that inter¬ 
minable Meech Lalceing 
and Charlottetowning, 
failed. 

We probably shouldn’t 
expect Quebec to replace 
“Je me souviens” with “Go 
Canada Go!” on licence 
plates, but it is more than 
nice to think that the “na¬ 
tion” of Quebec is back in 
the bosom of its family. 

Many of the sour grapes 
thrown at Quebec from the 
“Rest of Canada” can be at¬ 
tributed to hurt feelings. 
They rejected our language, 
our culture, our Mounties, 
after we went to all that 
trouble to take up poutine. 


But now that Quebec has 
become, apparently 

overnight, a hotbed of 
Canadian nationalism, all is 
forgiven. Vive la difference! 

The separatists have been 
reduced to a hard core of 
malcontents. Even Lucien 
Bouchard, the bete noir of 
the separatist nightmare, 
has lost his enthusiasm for 
the sovereignty project, 
sidelining it with a Gallic 
shrug as a losing game. 
Maybe later, he thinks. 

Another poll, taken by 
the Association of Canadian 
Studies in Montreal, shows 
that only 29 per cent of 
Quebecers support the idea 


of a separate Olympic team 
for Quebec, but 65 per cent 
reject the idea. 

This is a huge vote for 
Canada from a place that 
has been lukewarm at best. 
You could put it down to a 
short burst of enthusiasm 
to be followed by another 
interminable decade of 
bleak interactions. But 
what if the people of Que¬ 
bec are tired of those things 
that separate us and are 
ready to become part of 
something bigger, more in¬ 
clusive, more multicultur¬ 
al, less medieval? 

This fashionable patriot¬ 
ism is really the first ex¬ 


pression of a new genera¬ 
tion of Canadians united, 
not by language, not by 
race, not by creed, but by 
the remarkable idea of a na¬ 
tion where we are all free 
to celebrate our heritage, 
yet also free to create a new 
identity that liberates us 
from things such as lan¬ 
guage laws and timeworn 
boundaries. 

And somewhere between 
63 and 79 per cent of Que¬ 
becers are ready, at last, to 
be free.

Samsung, Panasonic 
to begin 3-D TV sales 

Retail prices to start near $3K for 46 -inch screen 



The era of 3 -D viewing at home is fast-approaching. 


Samsung and Panasonic 
will start selling 3-D TVs in 
U.S. stores this week, inau¬ 
gurating what TV makers 
hope is the era of 3 -D 
viewing in the living 
room. Canadian sales will 
likely follow soon after. 

Samsung Electronics Co. 
announced yesterday that 
it is selling two 3-D sets. 
Combined with the re¬ 
quired glasses and a 3-D 
Blu-ray player, the prices 
start at about $3,000 US for 
a 46-inch screen. 

Panasonic Corp. has said 
it will sell its first 3-D set 
today. 

The push into the living 
room comes as moviegoers 
have shown considerable 
enthusiasm for the latest 
wave of 3-D fare in the the¬ 
atre. This weekend, Alice 
in Wonderland grossed an 
estimated $116.2 million 
at the box office, beating 
the first-weekend receipts 
of Avatar, the winter’s 3-D 
blockbuster. 


Although it’s clear that 
3-D sets for the home will 
appeal to technology and 
home-theatre enthusiasts, 
it remains to be seen if the 
TVs will entice regular con¬ 
sumers to spend $500 or 
more above the price of a 
comparably sized standard 
TV and Blu-ray player. 

The 3-D effect requires 
viewers to wear relatively 
bulky glasses that need to 


be recharged occasionally. 
They’re not like the cheap 
throwaways that have 
been used in theatres since 
the 1950s. When you’re 
wearing these 3-D TV glass¬ 
es, room lights and com¬ 
puter screens may look 
like they’re flickering, 
making it difficult to com¬ 
bine 3-D viewing with oth¬ 
er household activities.

Biggest banks boast profits 


earnings Canada’s five 
biggest banks saw their 
profits soar by nearly two- 
thirds in the first quarter 
of 2010 compared to the 
same period a year before 
when the recession had 
battered away at earnings. 

The banks earned a com¬ 
bined $5.09 billion in the 
three months ended Jan. 
31, compared to $2.97 bil¬ 
lion in 2009, helped by 
lower loan losses and a 
resurgence in mortgages. 

Scotiabanlc was the final 
bank to report earnings 


yesterday, posting a 17 per 
cent rise in profit to $988 
million and beating ana¬ 
lyst estimates. 

Most of the banks came 
out with profits higher 
than Bay Street had ex¬ 
pected, with Scotiabanlc, 
Bank of Montreal, TD 
Bank, and CIBC all beating 
estimates. 

Royal Bank was the sole 
exception that missed ex¬ 
pectations, even though 
Canada’s largest bank post¬ 
ed the highest profit at 
$1.5 billion. The results 


provided further reason 
for optimism in a banking 
industry that has fared bet¬ 
ter than those in other 
countries, the Canadian press 
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Timid firms, not taxes or government, 
take heat for Canada's woeful 
productivity.

The magic didn’t last 
long, but Nova Scotia 
finally turned heads — for 
the right reasons — at the 
Tim Hortons Brier. 

Ian Fitzner-LeBlanc’s 
Mayflower rink got itself in 
the win column after open¬ 
ing the Brier with five 
straight losses, earning a 
shocking 13-8 blowout up¬ 
set over heavily-favoured 
Kevin Koe of Alberta yester¬ 
day afternoon at the Metro 
Centre. 

The 25-year-old Fitzner- 
LeBlanc had the crowd of 
4,017 fixated when he 
jumped out to a 5-0 lead af¬ 
ter two ends and then 
scored a record-tying six in 
the fifth end to grab an in¬ 
surmountable 11-2 lead 
that looked like a misprint. 

Even opponents such as 
Glenn Howard and Brad 
Gushue, playing on neigh¬ 
bouring ice surfaces, 
stopped and took note 


when Fitzner-LeBlanc 
earned a share of Brier his¬ 
tory with just the fourth 
six-ender in the past 23 
years. 

“It was a big relief, for 
sure,” Fitzner-LeBlanc said. 
“We’ve been battling so 


hard, the crowd has been 
so great, and unfortunate¬ 
ly, we haven’t given them 
much to cheer about. 
When we were able to put 
six on the board and create 
some space, it was a re¬ 
warding feeling.” 


Koe, a World Curling 
Tour star who is making 
his Brier debut in part due 
to the absence of Olympic 
gold-medallist and provin¬ 
cial rival Kevin Martin, was 
disgusted with his perform¬ 
ance. 


“Brutal game,” he said. 
“We were down, we had to 
| gamble, and we didn’t 
make our shots.” 

Koe bounced back in the 
evening with a 7-2 triumph 
over 1996 Brier champion 
Jeff Stoughton of Manitoba. 

Fitzner-LeBlanc, the sec¬ 
ond-youngest skip at the 
Brier, and teammates Stu¬ 
art MacLean, Kent Smith 
and Phil Crowell were un¬ 
able to keep the momen¬ 
tum rolling in the late 
draw, falling 7-2 to the win¬ 
less, shorthanded 

Yukon/Northwest territo¬ 
ries. 

The territories were 
without skip Jamie Koe, 
Kevin’s younger brother, as 
the 32-year-old was at Saint 
Mary’s taking an account¬ 
ing exam. Third Kevin 
Whitehead filled in. 

Nova Scotia and the terri¬ 
tories are tied for last with 
P.E.I. at 1-6. 

“He played tremendous,” 
Fitzner-LeBlanc said of 
Whitehead. “He made 
everything. Credit to him.”

Engineering is a versatile 
discipline, with profession¬ 
als working in sectors that 
include everything from 
medicine to wildlife conser¬ 
vation in Canada and 
around the world. 


Elizabeth Cannon, dean 
of the Schulich School of 
Engineering at the Universi¬ 
ty of Calgaiy, says engineers 
build bridges, cars and 


buildings, but it’s also more 
widespread and cutting 
edge. “The evolution of the 
engineering discipline has 
been going on for a long 


time, but sometimes we suf¬ 
fer from some of the stereo¬ 
types,” she says. 

One of those stereotypes 
is that engineers are men, 


but Cannon says 24 per cent 
of her students are women 
and she works hard to in¬ 
crease that number. 
“Women students do veiy 
well in our programs ... and 
when they go out in indus¬ 
try, they again do very, very 
well.” 

Health-inclined engineers 
can go into biomedical engi¬ 
neering, which has engi¬ 
neers create new devices, 
such as robots that perform 
brain surgery. 

“Engineers have a very di¬ 
rect and significant impact 
on the evolution of how 
medicine will be performed 
now and into the future,” 
Cannon says. 

Geomatics, Cannon’s 
field, builds GPS technology 
for in-car navigation, Smart¬ 
phones and even tracking 
grizzly bears. The wildlife 


trackers help conservation¬ 
ists, biologists and policy 
makers. “The collection of 
data and the interpretation 
of data is what we do in the 
engineering field, in addi¬ 
tion to actually producing 
the devices,” she says. 

Engineers can also spe¬ 
cialize in building robots 
that work in danger zones 
like search-and-rescue or 
mine detection. 

“Engineering is a career 
that can really allow you to 
make a difference in the 
world,” Cannon says. “You 
can work in the office, in 
the field, locally or interna¬ 
tionally.”

Altima races to the top

Nissan may be focused on 
its upcoming electric cars 
these days, but it hasn’t 
forgotten gasoline. For 
2010, it offers a refreshed 
version of the midsize Alti¬ 
ma sedan. 

It’s available with a 2.5- 
litre four-cylinder, at a 
starting price of $23,798. 
My tester used the 3.5-litre 
V6, which starts at 
$28,298; in top-line SR 
trim, my vehicle was 
$31,898, further tweaked 
with a $3,550 Leather Pack¬ 
age of cowhide seats, up¬ 
graded stereo, Bluetooth 
and other items. While the 
four-cylinder can be or¬ 
dered with a six-speed 
manual transmission, the 
V6 exclusively uses a con¬ 
tinuously variable trans¬ 
mission (CVT), which func¬ 
tions as a gearless automat¬ 
ic. The Altima is also avail¬ 
able as a two-door coupe or 
gasoline-electric hybrid 
sedan. 

Modifications to the 
2010 are relatively minor. 
Front-end styling is 
changed, although the 
back end remains the 
same. An important differ¬ 
ence is that stability and 
traction control are now 
standard on all models. 

Altima is a very compe¬ 
tent performer, with crisp 
handling, pleasant ride 
and quiet performance. 
The 270-hp V6 offers im¬ 
pressive acceleration, and 
while I’m still not entirely 
sold on the feel of in CVTs 
in larger cars, this unit 
works fine.

too, and in an effort to con¬ 
vince customers who wor¬ 
ry about repair costs, it has 
doubled the warranty on 
all such units, back to 
2003, for a total of 10 years 
or 200,000 1cm, whichever 


comes first. 

Official fuel ratings are 
10.2 L/100 1cm in the city 
and 7.2 on the highway, 
while during a week of 
cold-weather driving, I av¬ 
eraged 11.1 L/100 1cm. 

Early Altimas suffered 
from cheap interiors, but 
the company has gotten 
progressively better, and 
this new version looks and 
feels refined. 

The controls are simple 
and easy to use, plastic 
pieces are fitted together 
well, and the upgraded 
Bose stereo includes a 
colour audio display screen 
and an iPod menu button 
that takes you directly to 
your player when it’s 
plugged into the auxiliary 
outlet.

Hunting for hobbits 

Fossil find leads to influx of tourists chasing legends in Flores

I started hearing the offers 
soon after arriving at the 
Liang Bua cave in the 
mountains of Flores island 
in Indonesia. 

“You want to see a living 
hobbit?” a guard at the 
cave whispered. “I can take 
you there but it will cost 
500,000 rupiah (about 
$55).” 

Kornelis Jaman was re¬ 
ferring to the dwarf cave- 
dwellers, whose skeletal 
remains were discovered 
in the cave. Scientists be¬ 
lieve they went extinct 
17,000 years ago, but vil¬ 
lagers with an eye for prof¬ 
it insist the hobbits hung 
around until at least 300 
years ago and their descen¬ 
dants are still living in 
nearby villages. 

The Ebu Gogo or “the 
grandmother who eats 
everything,” has for gener¬ 
ations played the role of 
villain in Flores folklore. 
They are described as big- 
eyed, hairy creatures who 
came down the mountain 
to steal, crops, fruit and 
liquor. 

The discovery of the re¬ 


mains in the Liang Bua 
cave in 2003 put the Flores 
excavation on the map. 
Suddenly, a steady stream 
of fossil enthusiasts was 
turning up, and hobbit 
tours began. 

Rampasasa, a tiny farm¬ 
ing village just a few kilo¬ 
metres from the cave, be¬ 
came a popular stop. Sup¬ 
posedly there were as 
many as two dozen tiny 


people living there. 

Scientists at the dig site 
laughed at the mention of 
Rampasasa and said there 
were no hobbits there. But 
I had to see for myself, so 
photographer Achmad 
Ibrahim negotiated a fee of 
150,000 rupiah (about $16) 
and off we went. 

Rampasasa was typically 
poor, with crumbling 
wooden homes and a one- 


lane dirt road pockmarked 
with rocks which ran 
through the village. We 
were escorted to a room 
with shiny, blue wallpaper, 
plastic flowers and sketch¬ 
es of the hobbits on the 
wall. This was where the 
promised hobbit meeting 
would take place.

1 large onion, finely

400 g spaghetti 

450-g jar roasted red or 
mixed peppers, drained 
and sliced 

3/4 cup stuffed green 
olives, rinsed, drained and

METHOD: 

1 . Heat oil in medium¬ 
sized pot, add onion and 
sugar, then cook gently 5 
minutes. Meanwhile, tip 
tomatoes into food proces¬ 
sor and whiz to make 
puree. 

2. Add pureed tomatoes 
and crushed chili flakes to 
onion in pot and season 


lightly with salt and plen¬ 
ty of pepper. Bring to boil, 
then cook, stirring 
occasionally, over medium 
heat 20 minutes. 

3. While sauce is cooking, 
cook spaghetti in pot of 
salted boiling water 
according to pack instruc¬ 
tions. 

4. Drain pasta and turn in¬ 
to warmed serving bowl.
